Lewis was

upon 
which orders were given at various 
times for furnishings. 
He was cross- 
examined by P. F. Rothermel of coun­ 
sel for Sanderson, and was on the 
stand when court adjourned for the 
day. 
Lewis is under indictment on 
two charges of conspiracy in conee- 
tion with the alleged capitol frauds. 
Huston’s brother, the Rev. Samuel 
C. Huston, came here from Philadel­ 
phia on a subpoena Issued by the com­ 
monwealth and will be called as a wit­ 
ness. 
The architect is still here, but 
was not in court and will probably 
stay away until he Is called as a wit­ 
ness. 
Counsel for the commonwealth 
still declined to discuss the action of 
the architect in asking for a separate 
trial or to say whether he will he a 
witness for the prosecution.

Hons of graft and admissions of neg­ 
lect. which, it Is intimated, inav result 
in prosecutions, marked the opening 
session of the inquest here In the hor­ 
ror al the Rhoades Opera H o m e on 
Jan. 13, when 169 persons lost their 
lives. 
It was brought out that the main 
exit to the hall was blocked by the 
box office and that the stairway and 
the point ot exit and entrance was 
hut thre*> feet one inch in width, and 
that Harry Fisher, the operator of the 
sfereopticon apparatus, had received

methods of handling the calcium light 
and that he operated the machine in 
public for the first time on that fatal 
night. 
In addition to this Dr. T h o m a s a. 
Rhoades, the owner of the building, 
declared that the building had been 
inspected and passed by a state fac­ 
tory Inspector alter he “had given a 
contrail tor fire escapes to a Reading 
man.** 
He added in reply to a pointed 
question 
put 
by 
District 
Attorney 
Dunn that the factory Inspector told 
him who he should buy his fire os- 
capos from, that he placed the order 
with the Reading contractor an»! that 
the Inspector passed the building. 
it was learned from other testimony 
that there were no nlsb*s along tho 
walls and only two narrow aisles to 
separate the seats into three divisions, 
and that the chairs in the outside sec­ 
tions were not fastened to the floor, 
so Hint they fell ami caused many to 
stuml le and fall in their rush to gel 
out of the building. 
T here were no 
red lights to show where the fire exits 
w ere and no doors through which to 
reach ill»1 fire escape.

Hearst

funds in financing a campaign to se­ 
cure a straight Bryan delegation from 
this state, a delegation opposed to 
Johnson. 
This is significant, if true, 
j for it will be remembered that in 1904 
Hearst liberally financed the campaign 
against Parker in this state, and It 
was through this financial aid that the 
fieht 
for Hearst was carried to all 
parts of the s'at»'. 
Those who remem ­ 
ber the famous Democratic convention 
at Duluth that year will remember 
that there was a real fight in this 
state. 
T he fiszht against Johnson this ve-ir 
has not extended much beyond Min 
neapolis and Duluth, those two towns 
being the only places where there is 
real opposition. 
Throughout the rest 
of th»‘ state the sentiment seems to 
he for Johnson, and if Johnson does 
not run, for Bryan. 


Oil T a n k s Burned. 
San Luis Obispo, Gal., Jan. 29.— Fire

ALL EVIDENCE IS SUBMITTED

Hi» Plea for the Acquittal of the De­ 


fendant— District Attorney’s Action 


Causes Much Speculation. 


New York, Jan. 29.—Wiih no a t­ 
tempt on the part of the state to com­ 
bat with scientific testimony the claim 
of Insanity urged in behalf of Harry 
K. Thaw, the taking of evidence in 
the second hearing of the Madison 
Square Garden murder trial ended. 
Martin W. Littleton next will begin 
his plea for the defendant, and is ex­ 
pected to occupy an entire day with 
his summing up argument. 
District 
Attorney Jerom e will next speak. 
He 
has promised to be brief ami Justice 
Dowling may hand the case over to 
the jury on Thursday afternoon. 
The 
court announced, however, that 
he 
probably would not deliver his charge 
until Friday morning. 
Gontrary to his policy of last year, 
when he called nine experts on in­ 
sanity to the witness chair, Mr. Je­ 
rome fhis year utterly ignored the 
scientific phase of the rebuttal case. 
He produced several eyewitnesses to 
the tragedy and several police officers 
who handled Thaw the night of flu* 
homicide and placed on record their 
opinion that the defendant’s acts and 
manner wore rational. 
Under agree­ 
ment of counsel th ■ testimony gi\*‘n 
by Abraham Hummel at the last trial 
v;*s reaa to the jury, and the Thaw 
will was admitted in evidence with­ 
out further proof as to its custody 
luring the six months following the 
shooiltig f»t Stanford While. 
The af­ 
fidavit alleged to have been made by 
Hvolvn 
Ne bit 
in 
Hummel’s 
office, 
charging T haw with cruelty and at­ 
tempting falsely to place tho Nesbit 
j girl’s downfall upon Stanford White, 
j also w'fts admitted by Justice Dowling 
and then the case, so far as testimony 
was concerned, was at an end. 
Mr. J e r o m e s elimination of expert 
testimony from the rebuttal case occa­ 
sioned 
much talk. 
Based upon his 
i assertions of last year that Thaw was 
an incurable paranoiac, rumor had it 
i that the prosecutor might not be dis­ 
pleased wdth a verdict of not gulltv on 
the ground of insanity with an ensuing 
commital 
of 
Harry 
Thaw 
to 
the 
| asylum 
for the criminal 
insane at 
Matteawan. 
Throughout 
the 
trial, 
i however, Mr. Jerome has attempted 
to belittle and discredit all testimony 
having to do with T h a w ’s irrationality. 


M erely Fits of Temper. 


He has attempted to show that the 
youthful outbursts of the defendant 
were fits of temper which deserved a 
"spanking,” as he expressed It, rather 
than scientific discussion. 
ITe has at­ 
tempted to discredit the outbreaks in 
later life with Hie suggestion that ihey 
w'ere the result of too much drink ami 
nothing more. 
That 
the prosecutor 
will ridicule the expert testimony Is 
generally agreed. 
Having no experts 
of his ow’n, he has a free hand In that 
direction this year. 
Mr. Je ro m e ’s latest move also frus­ 
trate*! a plan of the defense to call In 
snrrebuttal several of the experts who 
testified against Thaw’ at his last trial, 
but _whoL when Mr. Jerom e switched 


to the ripp'J rtipffftt of a btr *< y com 
m l^ lo n . mad»» affidavits rotting forth 
the opinion »hit T haw was so In-ane 
as to bo incapable of uo«!erstnmin i 
the nature of the nrm-ee Mne - n ilfist 
him or of intelligently :>d\i ing with 
oonns'i.

on the state in a case where Insanity 
is pleaded as a bar to responsibility 
for a criminal net.

fully Instruct the jury on the point. 4 
that once the defense has produced 
evidence of insanity it becomes the 
duty of th»* prosecution to rem ove 
every reasonable doubt of insanity. In 
other words, Mr. Littleton will ask for 
an acquittal unless the jurors are **»)ti- 
vtnoed that every reasonable doubt a- 
to Thaw being insane at the time of 
committing the homicide has be**n re 
moved by th<* s ta te ’s case. 
Mr. Lit­ 
tleton has made no claim of present 
sanity 
for Thaw. 
In 
fact, th** ex­ 
perts for the defense have testified 
that 
In ‘'manic-depressive” insanity, 
the diagnosis now applied to T h a w ’s 
condition of mind, the patient Is very 
apt to have attacks of increasing fie- 
quency and violence.

NEWS CF EVANS- FLEET. 


Sent to Buenos Ayres by the Argen 
tine Admiral. 
Buenos Ayres, Jan. 29.— Rear Ad­ 
miral Rfftbeder, the minister of ma­ 
rlin1, received the following radiogram 
from Admiral lllpolita Oliva, who H 
in command of th»1 Argentine squadron 
ordered to meet the American battl»» 
ships and escort them down th*1 coast: 
"At 7 o’clock on the morning of 
Jan. 26 w'o had the first radiographic 
communication 
with 
the 
battleship 
Connecticut, flagship of Rear Admiral 
Evans, which we joined at 9:30 o'clock 
at night. 
The Argentine vessels es­ 
corted the American squadron until 
8:30 o’clock on Jan. 27, when flag sa 
lutes were exchanged with full cere­ 
monial. 
We left the American ves 
sels about 125 miles from Mur del 
Plata. 
“ Rear Admiral Evans asked me to 
transmit his thanks to the Argentine 
j government for having sent the naval 
I division to meet the American squad­ 
ron, and beggf'd nte to have transm it­ 
ted to the government at Washington 
the radiogram sent separately.”

Under it America concedes a 20 per 
c**nt abatement in duties on cham­ 
pagne and sparkling wines Imported 
into this country, and Franc*1 confirms 
the minimum tariff rate now accorded 
American products. 
Other important 
provisions are tnade, including the 
creation of a commission to consider

amendments 
to 
the

regulations in France, 
Accontpaaytog the proclamation is 
the text of an agreement just signed, 
the feature of which, in addition ’<> 
the Statement of new duties on cham- 
pagYi*. is found in Article 1, which 
reads as follows: 
"It Is agree*!, on the part of tho 
French government, that th*> applica­ 
tion of the duties of th** gone rat tariff 
to coffo»\ cocoa, chocolate, vanlla ami 
oth»*r f»iod 
products known 
in 
the 
French tariff law as “Denrees Golo- 
nlales de Gonsomryation,“ except su­ 
gar and its byproducts and tobacco 
products of the Lnited States, Inolud 
I ing Pur to Rico, shall he conditionally 
I suspended, and that the said products 
shall be admitted into France and Al­ 
geria at the rates of the minimum ta r­ 
iff or at th*1 lowest rates applied t© 
the like products of any foreign origin.

Chicago, Jan 29.—Tho third disas­ 
trous fire in the business district of 
the city in as many days caused a 
loss estimated at $1,200,000 in the al­ 
m ost complete destruction of the build­ 
ing at 144 Wabash avenue, occupied 
by Alfred 
Peats & Co., dealers in 
wallpaper, the building adjoining it on 
the south, occupied by Jo h n A. Colby 
& Sons, furniture dealers, and that in 
the rear occupied by the millinery 
Ann of Edson Keith & Co. 
Those to 
the north and south of the Keith 
building, occupied by Gage Bros. & 
Co, and Theodore Ascher & Co., mil­ 
linery firms, were damaged by fire 
and water. 
The fire started in the 
engine room of the Peats building and 
raged 
for three 
hours. 
Street 
car 
lines throughout the downtown dis­ 
trict and the elevated lines were tied 
up, and theater goers were delayed, 
many of them more than an hour, in 
reaching the playhouses. 
The work 
of the firemen was witnessed by at 
least 15,000 persons who, attracted by 
th e glare which could be seen for 
miles, thronged the streets in spite 
of the cold.

FATAL LOVERS’ QUARREL 


G irl K ills Her Lover and He Shoots 


H er as He Falls. 
Pittsburg, Jan. 29.—A lovers’ quar­ 
rel at Ambridge, a new' town estab­ 
lished by the American Bridge com­ 
pany seventeen miles northwest of 
here, ended in the dealh of both, each 
inflicting a fatal wound upon the oth­ 
er.

sister. 
They talked a few minutes 
and the girl fled from the kitchen to 
her own room on the third floor, lock­ 
ing herself in. 
Polcina followed and 
broke open the door and a struggle 
followed. 
An Instant later there was 
a shriek and a heavy body fell. It was

edged knife the girl was known to 
have kept in her room was found near 
him.

Reciprocity 
T re a ty 
Between 
France 


and Am erica Signed. 
Washington, Jan. 29.—T he president 
i has issued a proclamation announcing 
the conclusion of the Franco-Ameri- 
| can reciprocity arrangem ents drawn 
under Section 3 of the Dingley act. 
I Under it America concedes a 20 per 
! cent abatement in duties on cham­ 
pagne and sparkling wines imported 
I into this country, and Fiance confirms 
j the minimum tariff rate now accorded 
j American products. 
Other important 
j provisions 
are made, including the 
1 creation of a commission to consider 
possible 
amendments 
to 
the 
trade 
j regulations in France. 
Accompanying the proclamation is 
I the text of an agreement just signed, 
the feature of which, in addition to 
the statem en t of new duties on cham- 
1 pagne, is found in Article I, which 


I reads as follows: 
■ 
“It is agreed, on the part of the 
French government, that the applica­ 
tion of the duties of Ihe general tariff 
I to coffee, cocoa, chocolate, vanila and 
other food 
products 
known 
in the 
French tariff law as “ Denrees Colo- 
niales de Co^sormyation,” except su­ 
gar and its byproducts and tobacco 
products of the United States, includ­ 
ing P rrto Rico, shall be conditionally 
suspended, and that the said products 
shall he admitted into France and Al­ 
geria at the rates of the minimum ta r­ 
iff or at the lowest rates applied to 
the like products of any foreign origin. 
“ In addition, mineral oils from the 
United States, and coming under the 
decree of July 7, 1893, shall upon entry 
into France and Algeria enjoy the 
benefits of the lowest rates of duty. 
“But 
it 
is 
expressly 
understood 
that these concessions may be with­ 
drawn in the discretion of the presi­ 
dent of the French republic, when­ 
ever additional duties beyond those 
now 
existing 
and 
which 
may 
be 
deemed by him unjust to the com­ 
merce of France shall be imposed by 
the 
United 
States 
on 
products 
of 
France.”

Sent to Buenos Ayres by the Argen­ 


tine Adm iral. 
Buenos Ayres, Jan. 29.— Rear Ad­ 
miral Etedbeder, the minister of ma­ 
rine, received the following radiogram 
from Admiral Hipolita Oliva, who is 
In command of the Argentine squadron 
ordered to meet the American battle­ 
ships and escort them down the coast: 
“At 7 o’clock on the morning of 
Jan. 26 we had the first radiographic 
communication 
with 
the 
battleship 
Connecticut, flagship of Rear Admiral 
Evans, which we joined at 9:30 o’clock 
at night. 
The Argentine vessels es­ 
corted the American squadron until 
8:30 o’clock on Jan. 27, when flag sa 
lutes were exchanged with full cere­ 
monial. 
We left the American ves­ 
sels about 125 m iles from Mar del 
Plata. 
“Rear Admiral Evans asked me to 
transmit his thanks to the Argentine 
government for having sent the naval 
division to meet the American squad­ 
ron, and begged me to have transm it­ 
ted to the government at Washington 
the radiogram sent separately.”

The building, which 
is owned by (). A. 
Finnis, w’as oc­

warehouse for baled hay and other 
stuff. 
The? hay w as ruined and what 
other stuff was in 
the

badly dam aged if not ruined, while the 
building is badly damaged. 
The cause

Justice John Marshall Harlan's talk 
at the receut Navy league dinner In 
Washington, when he prophesied a 
war some time l>etween the white aud 
yellow races which would "shake the 
earth” and at the same time entered 
a vigorous plea for Immediate and 
substantial increase of the navy, has 
aroused the widest interest In Wash­ 
ington, says a special dispatch to the 
New’ York Times. 
It has not l>een possible to obtain a 
full stenographic report of W’taat Jus­ 
tice Harlan said, and be declines to be 
quoted in further explanation of his. 
views. 
It Is possible, however, to give 
In substance an outline of some of the I 
views of the justice. 
He believes It to be of paramount 
importance to make Immediate and ex­ 
tensive preparation for war, not bo-1 
cause lie apprehends the occurrence of 
war vv Itll any nation, but because he 
believes that In the most efficient prep­ 
aration for it lies the best method of * 
I 
avoiding it. 
This thorough preparation, In his 
opinion, involves tile creation of a 
great two ocean navy, and lf he had ( 
his way he would, as he said at the 
Navy league dinner, vote $50,OOO,OOO a 
year for ten years for the construction j 
of battleships and tile general equip- | 
meut of the navy. 
In Ids view it is I 
not only necessary to increase mate­ 
rially tile number of fighting ships, but 
to see that from year to year others 
are constructed to take the places of 
those which are outgrown in point of 
fighting ability by the advance in na­ 
val construction. 
He believes that a nation which is 
weak in martial spirit or which has 
not a strong navy Is In danger of be­ 
ing forced Into war when it is not de­ 
sired and when tile nation is least able 
to meet such an emergency. The Amer­ 
ican people are not for conquest, he 
says, and (lo not want war. 
There is 
no territory that they desire, and the 
probable fact is that they have more 
now than they desire. They would 
have rejected emphatically the Philip 
pines as a gift; but, having assumed 
tilt* responsibility for them as an act 
of war. they are bound to live up to 
that responsibility and discharge the 
duty it imposes on them by affording 
the Islands tile fullest protection. 
In conjunction, therefore, with his 
belief in tile obligation to build ships 
he holds that it is the duty of the 
country to fortify thoroughly every 
seaport under the American flag aud 
make it impregnable. War comes sud­ 
denly. he says, and from the most 
peaceful outlook it may develop before 
it is possible’to make preparations or 
even build a battleship, much less a 
navy. 
As he views the general outlook for 
the United States there is no nation 
with which we are in any prospect of 
; having u\ar. But that does not impair 
the obligation of the country to make 
ready for the unforeseen emergency.

THE ART OF JUGGLING 


It Demands Much Hard Work and U n ­ 
limited Patience. 
"To be a successful juggler it is neces­ 
sary to possess infinite patience. Some 
tricks require such long and continuous 
practice that unless a man possessed 
great patience and unlimited powers of 
perseverance he would despair of ever 
being able to perform them.” says Paul 
Cinquevalii in the St. Louis Post-Dis­ 
patch. “Taken trick, for example, like 
balancing a tall glass on lour straws 
placed on tile forehead. 
It looks easy 
enough, but it took me years of prac­ 
tice before I could do it. 
While I ain 
balancing the glass I also juggle with 
five hats at the same time. I never, as 
a matter of fact, see the hats. 
They 
are handed to me by my assistant, and 
I then set them going, but the whole 
time my eyes are fixed on the straw’s 
upon which the glass is balanced. 
If 
I took my eyes from the straw’s for a 
hundredth part of a second their bal­ 
ance w’ould be upset. 
I know instinc­ 
tively where the hats are all the time 
and know exactly w’bere each hat is 
when I put out my hand to catch It. 
"It took me close on eight years' 
practice before I was able to balance 
two billiard balls on top of each other 
and then balance the two on a billiard 
cue. 
I started practicing It an hour 
a day. as a rule. 
After a couple of 
years’ practice one night I woke up. 
having dreamed that I had performed 
It. I got up, rushed downstairs and be­ 
gan to practice wdth my cue and two 
billiard balls, and at the first attempt I 
balanced them. A*bout five years later 
I performed the feat in public. 
"For the cannon ball trick I first used 
a wooden ball weighing Just one pound. 
I caught it on the w’rong place and was 
knocked senseless, but I kept on prac­ 
ticing until I found out how to do It. 
Now I use an iron ball weighing sixty 
pounds. 
If I didn’t catch the ball on 
the right place on the back of my neck 
It would kill me, but there is no chanco 
of my making a mistake."
